Support Program (CLTS Waiver)”.

Smith explained that the expansion of the program began in Fall 2017 with approximately 
230 youth enrolled and 450 on the waiting list.  Currently, there are approximately 750 youth 
enrolled and 150 on the waiting list.   
 
The youth are usually with the program until they turn 18.  A referral is made to the Aging and 
Disability Resource Center (ADRC) 6 months prior to the youth turning 18 in order to help 
with the transition if additional services are needed.
